May 29 has 
been set as the last day of the school 
term.

No such pgm. available 
in Morgan, but public, 
church support sought

A new faith-based drug counseling 
program it hopes to establish locally was 
introduced by the Morgan County 
UNITE Coalition during a special meet- 
ing held Monday, Feb. 11, in the county 
government building’s fiscal court room. 

UNITE Faith-Based Committee 
Chairman Rev. Tim Rhodes, of Rowan 
County, discussed UNITE’s Lifeline 
program, which he initiated at 
Elliott ville Baptist Church, in 
Elliottville. 

Lifeline utilizes Christian counselors 
to help drug addicts combat life-control- 
ling issues such as substances, behav- 
iors and relationships, as well as harm- 
ful lifestyles. 

“We need to examine these issues to 
understand what addicts are going 
through,” Rhodes said. “We are battling 
a lifestyle. Many recovering addicts 
have a difficult time staying clean be- 



cause they continue to associate with 
people who encourage drug use and 
other bad habits. Addiction is as much 
about lifestyle as it is the actual drug.” 

Rhodes said the program is based on 
Biblical scripture and the teachings of 
Jesus. 

“We believe the answer is the Lord 
Jesus and His word,” Rhodes said. “We 
keep it to the basics; our counselors, etc. 
must believe deliverance can be 
achieved through Christ and the Bible. 
We want to show addicts that there is 
hope, and that it is never too late to do 
what is right.” 

Lifeline does this with three work- 
shops including the Living Free video 
series, Insight Group and Stepping into 
Freedom. 

“The Living Free series kicks off the 
program,” Rhodes said. “Addicts learn 
about life-controlling issues and how to 
confront them. Then they move on to In- 
sight Group, which involves participa- 
tion in group sessions over a 10- week 
period. Stepping into Freedom is when 
addicts put into action in the real world 
what they have learned from Living Free

Runoff election shouldn’t 
be an issue now 



Kentucky’s law requiring a 
runoff election if no gubernato- 
rial candidate receives at least 40 
percent of the vote in a primary 
has been on the books for several 
years now, but it is only now that 
some officials are expressing con- 
cern over the law. 



That is because there is a good 
chance - a really good chance - 
that a candidate for governor in 
both this May’s Republican and 
the Democratic primaries will not 
win nomination with at least 40 
percent of the vote. If that hap- 
pens, the top two vote-getters will 
battle it out again in another 35 
days after the primary. 

Some election officials across 
Kentucky are concerned about the 
costs of a second election and 
want the law changed before the 
May primary, but that would be a 
mistake and send the wrong mes- 
sage. 

The runoff provision was part 
of election reforms passed by the 
General Assembly in 1992. It has 



been in place for five years, which 
is plenty of time for someone to 
question its usefulness or feasi- 
bility. But like other issues, such 
as coal mine safety, Kentucky has 
a history of putting off action un- 
til the last minute or until its too 
late. 

While many officials are us- 
ing the “it-will-cost-too-much” 
argument, we would guess the 
real reasons some people want to 
get rid of the runoff law is because 
the gubernatorial candidates 
themselves do not want to have 
to shell out more money to win 
the election. 

If that is the real reason, they 
will have to get over. The state 
has a law requiring a runoff, and 
if no candidate gets the required 
40 percent of the vote, another 
election is mandated. 

If members of the General 
Assembly want to change the law, 
they can do it next year for the 
right reasons.

SNOW REMOVAL 

Hello from Judge Conley and 
Staff. 

Winter was slow to arrive, but 
we certainly have had a winter 
blast through February. On Feb- 
ruary 2 (Groundhog Day), old 
man Groundhog did not see his 
shadow, so we should only have 
a month and a half of bad weather. 
(Of course, if he had seen his 
shadow, we would have six weeks 
of bad weather.) 

I want to share with you the 
life of a road crew during a snow- 
storm. The crew reports to work 
at 7:00 a.m. They spend the day 
working on the trucks, blades, 
chains, salt spreaders, etc. At 2:30 
p.m., the snow begins to fall. A 
driver and navigator is in each 
truck. Then a truck is dispatched 
to each of the five magisterial dis- 
tricts in Morgan County to start 
what will be a long night. Be- 
tween the county and state roads 
that we maintain, we travel ap- 
proximately 1,000 miles to cover 
the roads one time. If you were 
to lay our roads in Morgan 
County end to end it would be the 
equivalent to a trip to 
Okeechobee, Florida. It takes ap- 
proximately seven hours to hit all 
roads one time during a snow- 
storm. The state is required to fo- 
cus on main primary routes, 
which include Hwys. 519, 205, 
U.S. 460, 7, 172, etc. We work 
with the state and city to help 
maintain a better, safer road sys- 
tem for you. The city maintains 
26 miles of city streets and every 
street has two lanes, so they mea- 
sure over 50 miles of roadway to 
be cleared inside the city limits. 

As the trucks plow after dark, 
there are times that you can”t 
judge where the edge of the road 
is, so you just drive slowly and 
depend on the navigar. He helps 
watch for the edge of the road. 
There are times when you hit 
pockets of snow that covers the 
windshield and causes a white- 
out. Then you must come to a 
stop, then start up again. On the 
narrow county roads we have to 
find places to turn the trucks 
around. Imagine driving your 
truck, then add about 10 feet to 
the front end and six feet in width. 
It is very hard to turn these trucks 
around. Sometimes we have to 
back out of roads to look for a 
spot big enough to turn around. 
The road crews work very long 
hours in very dangerous condi- 
tions to make the roads safe for 
you the next day. We have men 
that rotate, so the snowplows and 
salt spreaders run 24 hours a day 
until we catch up. There are “cold 
spots” that we continue to work 
for days after a snowfall. Our first 
priority is the safety of our citi- 
zens and our employees. All five 
of our magistrates will begin call- 
ing at the threat of snow to offer 
their help. They will ride as a 
navigator to help get the job done. 

We do make mistakes and 
sometimes we will miss a road or

maybe a large truck is plowing 
your area and it is too large for a 
small, narrow road. Please call 
and report a road that we might 
have missed. Be patient and we 
will get them all. The colder the 
weather, the longer it takes for the 
salt to work. 

There is a way that you an help 
us when a snow falls: Stay off the 
roads as much as possible. If you 
live at the end of a dead- end road, 
park your vehicles in an area that 
will leave enough space for the 
long trucks with snow plows to 
be able to turn around. If you live 
on a gravel road, we can not plow 
unless the snow is seep or we will 
plow all your gravel off. If a snow 
is six inches or deeper we will 
send a grader and drop the blade 
within two inches of the ground. 
Everyone is important to us and 
we will work until we get you out 
during any major weather event. 
You can tune in to KICK 102.9. 1 
will be reporting what we are do- 
ing throughout the day and night. 

When there is a large snowfall, 
take this time to enjoy your fam- 
ily and neighbors.

FRANKFORT — While the 
Kentucky Senate last week 
moved toward passing legislation 
to micromanage college and uni- 
versity health insurance plans. 
State Auditor Crit Luallen was 
releasing a report warning that the 
General Assembly’s higher edu- 
cation reforms of 1996 are in dan- 
ger of failing in one key goal set 
by legislators — raising the num- 
ber of Kentuckians with a college 
degree to the national average by 
2020 . 

The problem is that after set- 
ting that entirely admirable goal, 
the General Assembly didn’t keep 
its promise to provide funding for 
the effort. Instead, when the 
state’s economy faltered after 
2000 and tax receipts tumbled, 
legislators slashed higher educa- 
tion spending along with every 
other program and service pro- 
vided by state government. 

In response, the universities 
and colleges in the state system 
began increasing tuition every 
year to make up for faltering state 
support. 

Luallen’s auditors found that 
over the last eight years, average 
tuition at the state’s public uni- 
versities rose 128 percent, from 
$2,424 to $5,522 a ear, well ahead 
of inflation over the same period. 
Add increases for housing, food, 
books and the ubiquitous “fees” 
on every campus, and a public 
university degree in Kentucky has 
become too expensive for many 
parents and their children. 

It is no surprise, then, that the 
result is that fewer Kentucky stu- 
dents are enrolling in public col- 
leges and universities because of 
the ever-higher cost. 

That wasn’t the case in the 
early years of higher education 
reform, when campuses were 
crowded with new students and 
there was a heady excitement 
about raising Kentucky’s univer- 
sities to national prominence. 

Since 1998, however, total 
full-time enrollment has grown 
by a paltry 10 percent and, since 
2003, enrollment actually has 
fallen by 900 students. 

That’s no way to reach a 2020 
goal of the national average in the 



number of Kentuckians with a 
college degree. Indeed, it may 
now be impossible to reach that 
goal by 2030 unless the present 
trends are reversed. 

Luallen’s report says in 2000, 
Kentucky had 402,000 graduates 
with bachelor’s degrees, or 
roughly 10 percent of the popu- 
lation. At the current rate, there 
will be only 580,000 college 
graduates by 2020, seriously short 
of the goal of nearly 800,000 
graduates. 

In the coming weeks, Ken- 
tucky legislators will be consid- 
ering expensive incentives to con- 
vince the faltering Ford Motor 
Co. to keep thousands of high- 
paying jobs in the state. At the 
same time, they should be con- 
templating how to fund higher 
education so that it is affordable 
for tens of thousands more Ken- 
tucky students to be able to earn 
the degrees necessary for good 
jobs over the next 20 and 30 
years. 

Instead of getting into a dither 
over the possibility a professor’s 
domestic partner might be able to 
buy health insurance from a pub- 
lic (and perhaps private) college, 
legislators should be considering 
whether they are willing to see the 
lofty goals of higher education 
reform slip away because they 
don’t have the backbone to appro- 
priate the necessary funding. 

And the students and their par- 
ents who are paying sharply 
higher college costs should de- 
mand to know how all these can- 
didates for governor plan to bring 
those costs under control and pro- 
vide universities and colleges the 
funds they must have to become 
nationally -recognized institutions 
by 2020. 

Then they must follow through 
and insist that the candidate who 
becomes Kentucky’s next gover- 
nor lives up to those commit- 
ments and the 2008 General As- 
sembly follows that lead. 

Otherwise, as Luallen’s audit 
report reveals, all the high- 
minded rhetoric a decade ago will 
have been for nothing, and 
Kentucky’s population will con- 
tinue to be one of the least edu- 
cated in the country.

Coroner School 

When I walked into Coroner’s 
training at Frankfort I looked 
around the crowd and I counted 
33 Coroners and Deputy Coro- 
ners. I didn't know what to ex- 
pect but I knew I was there to rep- 
resent Morgan County. So, when 
the instructor introduced himself 
and explained what the class was 
going to be about and what was 
expected of us and then asked 
each one of us to stand up and 
give our name and occupation 
and then tell the class a little 
about ourselves, that is exactly 
what I did. 

I can’t hear very well, so 1 set 
on the front row of every class I 
attended. We wrote our name in 
big letters with a magic marker 
and the instructor looked at me, 
sitting against the wall and said, 
“Kenny Arson Perry. I’ve never 
heard of a person with the name 
Arson, except, maybe, on a Po- 
lice report. Stand up and tell the 
class a little bit about who you 
are.” 

I was the first one to speak and 
I looked around the crowd, some 
fat, some skinny, some in uni- 
forms that had their county’s 
names on them, some with guns 



on their sides, all with dress pants 
on, except for one man, and all 
with shirts with a collar. This 
dress code was mandatory and I 
felt a little out of place but I rep- 
resented Morgan County and if 
that’s what they wanted, then I 
was going to do the right thing 
by Morgan County. I stood up 
with my black cap on covering 
up my bald head with my long 
hair plaided and with my dress 
shirt and tie and I began to speak. 
I said, “My name is Kenny Ar- 
son Perry. I’m the Morgan 
County Coroner. I’m a 
gravedigger and I’ve been dig- 
ging graves for fourteen and one- 
half years. I’m the Ghost of 
Winding Stair and I have a col- 
umn in the Licking Valley Cou- 
rier that I write every week.” 
Then, I paused for a second and 
looked around the crowd and 
said, “And I’m probably the 
toughest man in Morgan 
County.” Then I sat back down 
and the instructor looked around 
the class kind of stunned and said 
with a smile, “I’m not gonna 
touch that.” 

As the week went by the in- 
structors lightened up on the 
dress code and me and everybody 
else lost the tie we were wearing 
after the first day. By Wednesday, 
seven of us were wearing Levis, 
including one of the instructors. 
There were three Coroners that 
were women and probably six or 
seven women that were deputy 



coroners. Out of the 33 men and 
women that attended the class, 
there were only two funeral di- 
rectors that were coroners and 
three that were deputy coroners. 
There was one dentist that was a 
deputy coroner and a bunch of 
EMTs that were both Coroner 
and deputy coroner. As the week 
went by we discussed different 
cases and the right procedures 
that should be taken in violent 
death cases. 

I came back from dinner early 
the first day and as luck would 
have it, I got to eat dinner, one 
on one, with Dr. Emily Craig, the 
only Forensic Anthropologist in 
the state of Kentucky. When I say 
only I mean, “When bones are 
found. Dr. Craig is the only one 
you call.” I told her I was a 
gravedigger and that I had moved 
graves before and once I dug up 
a whole grave of bones and 
moved them. She didn’t seem too 
impressed, but then she had 
worked at 9 1 1 in New York and 
in Louisiana after the Katrina 
Hurricane and at the plane crash 
in Lexington last year. She also 
worked the David Korish, Waco, 
Texas, incident and when the fu- 
neral director in Georgia who 
was supposed to be cremating 
bodies and was actually just 
throwing the bodies in the back 
40, she was there sifting through 
the remains of identifying the 
more than 400 bodies. 

I listened to lectures from Dan 
Able, the Division Director or the 
Central Laboratory Facility of the 
State Medical Examiners Office; 
Dr. John Hunsaker III, Associate 
Chief Medical Examiner; Dr. 
Christin Rolf, State Medical Ex- 
aminer; Dr. Jennifer Schott; Dr. 
Bill Lee, Forensic Odontologist; 
Dr. Bill Ralston, Medical Exam- 
iner; Louis Nugent, and Joye 
Taylor. 

When these instructors asked, 
“Are there any questions, you can 
bet my hand was the first one up. 
Needless to say, most of the in- 
structors knew who, “The 
Gravedigger” was when I entered 
the class, but I guarantee, they all 
knew who I was by the end of 
the class. 

When I walked away from 
that class on Friday I didn’t re- 
tain all the information that was 
crammed into my thick skull that 
week but I did come back to 
Morgan County with a better un- 
derstanding of the Coroner’s Of- 
fice and mine and Greg Bush’s 
duties of Coroner and Deputy 
Coroner. It is an honor to serve 
the great people of Morgan 
County. 

Remember. Breathe in, 
breathe out.

and Insight Group.” 

Morgan County UNITE Coa- 
lition Chairperson Sharon Tharp 
said there are currently no faith- 
based committees or drug pro- 
grams such as Lifeline in Morgan 
County. 

“We are looking into starting 
a Lifeline program here,” Tharp 
said. “This could be a great thing 
for our community, if only more 
citizens would admit that we do 
have a drug problem. We often 
have a hard time convincing 
people that drugs are really a se- 
rious issue in this area.” 

Rhodes said Lifeline requires 
community support and participa- 
tion. 

“If people do not have a pas- 
sion for fixing the drug problem, 
all recovery programs - includ- 
ing Lifeline - will fail,” Rhodes 
said. “People are often apathetic 
and that is why the drug problem 
has gotten so bad. Citizens must 
take an active stand against drugs 
instead of waiting on bureaucracy 
to solve the problem. Fortunately, 
UNITE is doing as much as it 
possibly can to wipe out the drug 
epidemic.” 

UNITE is doing this through 
the advent of drug courts, which 
are alternatives to jail time for 
drug offenders. Drug courts in- 
volve treatment, education, drug 
testing, work and mentoring. Of- 
fenders are assigned a case- 
worker, and must see a judge ev- 
ery week. There are currently 25 
drug courts in Kentucky, includ- 
ing adult circuit, adult district and 
juvenile court programs. 

Morgan County Jailer Jimmy 
Darrell Easterling said drug 
courts provide an escape from the 
drug culture. 

“Many times people are re- 
leased from rehab and there is 
nothing out there for them,” 
Easterling said. “What does a re- 
covering addict do if there is a 
lack of jobs, etc. - nothing to help 
him or her rise above their old 
lifestyle? They offend again. 
Drug courts offer opportunities 
for them to better themselves 
through job placement. They need 
this, as well as a belief in the 
higher power of God.” 

Morgan County Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley agreed. 

“Imagine what we could do if 
one person from every church in 
the county would get involved,” 
Conley said. “Drugs can hit any 
family; it doesn’t matter who you 
are. I fear for my children, as 
many parents do - and that is why 
we need churches to help us 
spread the message.” 

Conley pledged the county’s 
support in eliminating drugs from 
local communities. 

“With God’s help we can drive

drugs out of Morgan County,” 
Conley said. “God gave all of us 
a job do.

New wildlife 
feeding regs. 
go into effect 

Aimed at protecting Ky.’s 
wild turkey population, 
Fish and Wildlife says 

Landowners should be aware 
of a new wildlife feeding regula- 
tion now in effect. From March 1 
through July 3 1 , wildlife may not 
be fed with grain, seed or manu- 
factured animal feed outside the 
curtilage of the home — the area 
immediately surrounding a home 
or group of homes. The regula- 
tion was made to protect the 
health of wildlife, especially 
Kentucky’s large wild turkey 
flock. 

“Concentrations of shelled 
corn and other grains exposed to 
heat and moisture can serve as a 
reservoir for aflatoxins, a 
byproduct of common molds that 
can be fatal to turkeys,” said 
Steven Dobey, turkey program 
coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Ultimately, this mea- 
sure will increase the protection 
and overall health of Kentucky’s 
wild turkey flock.” 

The new wildlife feeding regu- 
lation also helps Kentucky’s con- 
servation officers enforce regula- 
tions already on the books. Cur- 
rent laws prohibit turkey hunters 
from hunting over any area where 
bait is present, or for thirty days 
after the bait has been removed. 

In the past few years, we have 
had more baited areas than we can 
get to,” said Major David Casey, 
assistant director of law enforce- 
ment for Kentucky Fish and Wild- 
life. “Unethical hunters use grain 
or seeds to attract turkeys where 
they can be illegally poached.” 

“Turkeys are very susceptible 
to bait,” Casey continued. “We in 
law enforcement believe a signifi- 
cant number of birds are being 
taken illegally over baited areas. 
This law will help the enforce- 
ment officers know that the bait 
they find is being used to help a 
poacher take turkeys.” 

The new regulation does not 
prohibit feeding wildlife within 
the curtilage of the home, or rec-

Countians. 

“ARH already offers many 
great services,” Conley said. 
“They operate three sleep labs 
with waiting lists of only four to 
five days generally. The Cooper 
Clayton smoking cessation pro- 
gram is also something that can 
be a huge help to many people, if 
they choose to use it.” 

The Community Center’s 
Wellness Center provides preven- 
tion services. 

“The Wellness Center is a 
great place to work out,” Conley 
said. “Many times exercise can 
prevent diabetes, heart disease, 
obesity, etc. The center’s Biggest 
Loser weight loss program has 
become a popular community fix- 
ture since it started earlier this 
year.” 

The network also plans to con- 
front area drug problems. 

“Operation UNITE has been 
asked to join the network,” 
Conley said. “Drugs are a serious 
health issue and we plan to tackle 
this dilemma. We look forward to 
sharing ideas with UNITE on 
how to eliminate drugs from our 
communities and protect our citi- 
zens.” 

Despite these services and 
ideas. University of Kentucky 
Center for Rural Health Repre- 
sentative Larry Allen, who assists 
in network establishment, said the 
group must continually re-evalu- 
ate its goals. 

“It is important for a rural 
health network to constantly re- 
view its vision and mission,” 
Allen said. “Community needs 
are always changing, and services 
are always evolving. Group mem- 
bers should always consider these 
variations.” 

Conley said this is possible 
through community support. 

“The network has been grow- 
ing since its first meeting,” 
Conley said. “There were ap- 
proximately 25 people at the last 
meeting, with more groups par- 
ticipating each time. If we can 
find out what everyone offers, it 
will make for a better fit for the 
whole community.” 

The Appalachian Foothills 
Health Network meets at 1 1 a.m. 
the third Friday of every month 
in the Community Center. All 
meetings are open to the public.

Red Cross says learning first aid, 
CPR/AED could help save lives 



Learning basic first aid and 
CPR/Automated External 
Defibrillator (AED) can quite 
possibly mean the difference be- 
tween life and death for someone 
suffering from Sudden Cardiac 
Arrest (SCA) or other medical 
emergency. The Mid-East KY 
Chapter Red Cross advises that 
being able to administer first aid 
and CPR/AED during the first 
few minutes of a medical emer- 
gency is crucial to the survival 
and recovery of a victim. Having 
these skills allows you to become 
a vital first responder when help 
is needed. 

“The Red Cross wants the 
public to know that everyone has 
the power to save a life,” Mid- 
East KY Chapter Red Cross Ad- 
ministrator Peter Brandt said. “At 
least one person in every house- 
hold and on every office floor 
should be trained and certified in 
first aid and CPR/AED. On aver- 
age, it takes emergency person- 
nel 12 minutes to arrive on scene. 
For someone who is choking or 
has stopped breathing that may be 
too late. By learning simple res- 
cue skills, you can go from a help- 
less bystander to a person with the 
ability to take control and help 
someone during an emergency.” 

First aid and CPR/AED are 
commonly taught to everyday 
people who may be the only ones 
able to respond during the crucial 
first few minutes of an accident 
or medical emergency. Nearly 
everyone is capable of learning 
and becoming certified in first 
and CPR/AED. 

Becoming trained first aid and 
CPR/AED gives the average per- 
son the knowledge and skills es- 
sential to lessen the effect of in- 
jury or sudden illness and helps 
sustain life until professional re- 
sponders arrive. 

Each year, roughly a million 
people in the United States suf- 
fer from SCA - almost half will 
die as a result. Being able to per- 
form CPR or use an AED early 
on is crucial in preventing brain 
damage and will greatly increase 
a victim’s odd for survival. 

First and CPR/AED can not 
only be used when SCA strikes, 
but can also help save victims of 
downing, electrocution, acciden- 
tal poisoning, suffocation and 
drug overdose. 

The most effective way to 
learn first aid and CPR/AED is 
to participate in hands-on train- 
ing courses taught by a certified 



Red Cross instructor. While 
quick-overview videos and 
courses help you to become fa- 
miliar with safety training, attend- 
ing certification courses under the 
supervision of a qualified instruc- 
tor is the best way to obtain the 
skills and confidence needed to 
successfully perform first aid and 
CPR/AED. And, in order to re- 
main confident and keep skills 
current, it is recommended that 
you attend refresher courses and 
be re-certified yearly. 

The Red Cross offers thorough 
and flexible training programs, 
which help you prepare for emer- 



gencies and life-threatening situ- 
ations. Courses are available for 
administering help to infants, 
children and adults, as well as for 
fulfilling training requirements 
for workplaces, and for profes- 
sional rescuers.

week. “House Democrats have 
been working at a furious pace in 
committee meetings this week to 
move legislation to the floor for 
a vote,’’ said Rep. Stacy. “We’ve 
been concentrating on moving 
our Commitment to Kentucky 
Families’ agenda forward and 
have made good progress.” 

House Bill 5, passed out of the 
House today with a vote of 98-0 
and now goes to the Senate for 
consideration. Through HB 5, 
lawmakers hope to expand 
Kentucky’s reputation as an en- 
ergy-research center. But what a 
research center needs most is 
brain power. Recognizing that, 
many key lawmakers and educa- 
tors want to tie Kentucky's energy 
independence initiative to its 
math and science curriculum to 
increase research-and-develop- 
ment job opportunities in the 
Commonwealth. Lawmakers are 
considering legislation this ses- 
sion that would help improve 
Kentucky’s standing in math and 
science education. 

“House Bill 5 takes us to the 
next level and puts Kentucky in a 
position to compete with other 
states trying to do what we’re 
doing,” said Rep. Stacy. “We 
have the natural resources, tech- 
nologies and ongoing research 
that uniquely positions us to lead 
the country toward energy inde- 
pendence. This legislation will 
help us achieve that goal.” 

Veterans will receive prefer- 
ence when seeking state employ- 
ment with House Bill 63 which 
passed 95- 1 . The veterans hiring 
preference bill would require state 
agencies to extend interviews to 
at least five candidates who are 
veterans when filling jobs. “And 
for positions that don’t require 
exams, it would require the 
candidate’s status as a veteran to 
be highlighted on his or her ap- 
plication,” said Rep. Stacy. 

House Bill 3, which would 
prohibit Kentucky governors 
from pardoning themselves and 
pardoning people unless they had 
been charged or convicted of a 
crime, passed out of the House 
this week by a vote of 7 1-26. The 
bill now moves to the Senate for 
consideration. 

Young children who are too 
large for infant car seats but too 
small to ride in regular car seats 



would have to ride in booster 
seats under a bill passed by the 
Kentucky House. House Bill 53, 
would require that any child un- 
der eight years old and between 
40 and 57 inches tall be secured 
in a booster seat while riding in a 
motor vehicle. The penalty for 
drivers who violate the provision 
would be a prepayable fine of 
$50, but no court costs. HB 53 
passed the House 89-9. 

House Bill 62 would give 
more job protection to state em- 
ployees and curb potential abuses 
of the state’s merit system passed 
the House of Representatives by 
a vote of 97-0 “Also known as 
the Public Employee Protection 
Act, the legislation includes sev- 
eral provisions affecting employ- 
ees of the state merit system, 
which is designed to base all hir- 
ing decisions on an applicant’s 
qualifications,” said Rep. Stacy. 

Several Commitment to Ken- 
tucky Family initiatives were 
voted out of committee and will 
soon be taken up on the House 
floor. The United States mini- 
mum wage has not been increased 
in more than a decade. Congress 
is considering such action but 
Kentucky is forging ahead with 
House Bill 305, which would mir- 
ror the proposed, but not yet en- 
acted; federal bill. “HB 305 
would increase the now $5.15 an 
hour minimum wage to $5.85 
later this year, $6.55 in 2008 and 
$7.25 in 2009,” said Rep. Stacy. 
“This bill is so important to 
people in Eastern Kentucky who 
are trying to raise their families 
on a minimum wage salary.” The 
bill now moves to the House 
floor. 

Stealing identities will become 
much harder under legislation 
passed this week that requires 
government agencies and busi- 
nesses to safeguard Social Secu- 
rity numbers and other personal 
identifiers. Under HB 7, which 
the Judiciary Committee ap- 
proved this week, agencies and 
businesses would protect personal 
information by removing it from 
public records. 

“We’ve got 17 legislative days 
and we're going to keep pushing 
legislation that makes life better 
for everyone in Pike County and 
across the state,” said Rep. Stacy.

New York Times calls Farm 
Bill boon to small farmers 



The New York Times editorial 
board, which finds little good to 
say about Bush Administration 
policies, says the new Farm Bill 
proposed by Agriculture Secre- 
tary Mike Johanns is “remarkably 
promising.” 

In a lead editorial last week the 
Times says the secretary “seems 
to have little desire to protect en- 
trenched subsidies and a very 
strong desire to improve the en- 
vironment. The question is 
whether Congress will listen to 
him or to the lobbyists. 

The problems with the current 
farm subsidy system are legion. 
At home, it drives small farmers 
out of business and compromises 
the environment. Abroad, it pe- 
nalizes third-world farmers and 
jeopardizes international trade 
talks. 

Mr. Johanns aims to change 
much of that, first by ending pay- 
ments to farmers with an adjusted 
gross income above $200,000. 
There will also be money for 
small farmers and growers of spe- 
cialty crops, loans and grants to 
poor rural communities and help 
for young farmers who want to 
get started in an industry that has 
grown gray with age. 

The bill also calls for $7.8 bil- 
lion over 10 years to help protect 
the environment — which makes 
it the most generous conservation 
program the Bush administration 
has offered in the last six years, 
the Times said. The bill would 



make it easier for farmers to en- 
roll in conservation programs and 
protect conservation acreage from 
the urge to plow it up when prices 
skyrocket. The bill could also turn 
out to be one of the 
administration’s more innovative 
energy initiatives. Implicitly rec- 
ognizing that corn ethanol needs 
no more subsidies, it offers incen- 
tives to grow grasses that could 
be turned into another fuel called 
cellulosic ethanol.” 

The editorial concluded, 
“There is much to applaud in this 
bill. Then again, there was much 
to like about the last farm bill, and 
we know what happened. Con- 
gress left many of the old subsi- 
dies intact, and failed to nourish 
the conservation programs. We 
are hoping the new Congress will 
have the good sense to reverse the 
policies that have done so much 
damage to rural America, and in 
doing so offer hope to its small 
farmers.”

Forest Serv. seeks 
info about Beaver 
Creek in Menifee 

The Daniel Boone National 
Forest is seeking information 
about the Beaver Creek area of 
the Cumberland Ranger District 
in Menifee County to determine 
future management needs.

Each 
session will start with a presenta- 
tion about this process followed 
by an open house session to dis- 
cuss the Beaver Creek area in- 
cluding current condition of the 
vegetation, riparian areas, roads, 
trails, recreation facilities and 
other resources.

Pgm. announced 

The Morgan County Conser- 
vation District will be accepting 
requests for cost share funding 
under the Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program beginning February 1 
and extending through February 
28, 2007. 

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program was in 1994 created by 
the Kentucky General Assembly 
to help agricultural and silvicul- 
ture operations protect the soil 
and water resources of the Com- 
monwealth. This financial and 
technical assistance program as- 
sists individual agriculture pro- 
ducers in the development and 
implementation of their agricul- 
ture water quality plans, which are 
required under state law. Any per- 
son engaged in agricultural or sil- 
viculture operations is eligible to 
apply through the local conserva- 
tion district, which oversees the 
installation of best management 
practices. The State Cost Share 
program gives a high priority to 
animal waste related problems 
and agricultural district partici- 
pants where pollution problems 
have been identified. The best 
management practices, approved 
through the State Cost Share Pro- 
gram, help reduce animal waste 
nutrients, prevent the loss of top- 
soil, and minimize sediment and 
other pollutants to Kentucky’s 
streams, rivers, lakes and ground- 
water supplies. Among the eigh- 
teen practices eligible under the 
State Cost Share Program, some 
of the most frequently installed 
practices are Agricultural Waste 
Control Facility, Heavy Use Area 
Protection, Rotational Grazing 
System Establishment, Stream 
Crossing, and Streambank Stabi- 
lization. Please contact your lo- 
cal conservation district office for 
details on all eligible practices. In 
the first twelve years of this pro- 
gram, the Division of Conserva- 
tion has received 2 1 ,465 applica- 
tions seeking $214 million in cost 
share assistance. Based on the 
available funds to the program in 
each of these years, 7,725 of those 
applications have been approved 
for a total of $82.5 million. 

Funding for practices will be 
approved by the Soil and Water 
Conservation Commission and 
the Kentucky Division of Conser- 
vation, located in Frankfort, as 
funds are available. Approved 
applicants will be notified in July 
of 2007 and they will have 12 
months to complete their practice.

Wes Montgomery, Brandon 
Ferguson and Katlin Haney com- 
bined for 66 points as the Cou- 
gars put together their finest per- 
formance of the season to beat 
visiting Fairview, 79-72. 

Morgan County bore no re- 
semblance to the team that has 
struggled throughout the season.

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Last week in the legislature

Kentucky Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
last week brought his plan to use 
about 50 percent of a projected 
$401 million budget surplus to the 
Kentucky House of Representa- 
tives committee that oversees 
spending. 

Fletcher, along with State Bud- 
get Director Brad Cowgill and 
MarkBirdwhistell, Secretary of the 
Cabinet of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, outlined their plans before 
the House Appropriations and Rev- 
enue Committee. 

Although he said most of his 
requests were announced during 
his State of the Commonwealth ad- 
dress the week prior, the governor 
said he wanted to go into greater 
detail with the committee. 

Fletcher’s request for additional 
spending has triggered some con- 
troversy in both parties since the 
budget passed during the 2006 
General Assembly session is de- 
signed to cover fiscal years 2007 
and 2008. 

With the surplus projected to be 
higher than expected, the governor 
said he wants to hold over half of 
the money in the state’s ‘rainy day’ 
fund, designed to bail the state out 
in case of emergency. 

Fletcher also concentrated on 
four items he would like to see 
passed this year — the social 
worker protection bill named after 
slain state employee Boni 
Frederick, new funding for job 
training at two Ford Motor Com- 
pany plants in Jefferson County, a 
cervical cancer prevention drug 
program, and funding for “bird flu” 
vaccine. Fletcher also called the 
funding to study the situation at 
Wolfe Creek Dam “urgent.” 

Several of the governor’s 
spending proposals are designated 
as emergencies, a technical proce- 
dure that streamlines enacting the 
legislation. 

After listening to Fletcher’s re- 
quests and concerns, committee 
chairman Harry Moberly, D-Rich- 
mond, questioned whether or not 
it was appropriate to “open” the 
state’s budget at this time. 

Moberly said some of the re- 
quests, such as a provision in the 
Boni Frederick bill that would ear- 
mark $18 million for new staff, 
could wait because the state 
couldn’t get that many new hires 
in place before the next budget 
cycle. Birdwhistell said the fund- 
ing would allow the state to “ramp 
up” its efforts while remaining 
flexible in the hiring process. 



Fletcher said his administration 
would “welcome any discussion” 
on how the proposal could get 
passed this session. 

The World Equestrian Games, 
scheduled to open at the Kentucky 
Horse Park in 2010, is also a project 
that the Governor would like to see 
get additional funding this session 
so bids can be let on some of the 
new buildings and structures that 
would need to be built. Fletcher’s 
new request centers on hosting 
legacy events that would take place 
each year following the games. 

The annual events following the 
games could bring in an additional 
$150 million each year, Fletchers 
said. 

“We don’t want to build a facil- 
ity there and then let it sit there,” 
Fletcher said. 

No vote or further discussion on 
Fletcher’s proposals before the 
committee has been scheduled. 



The legislative fallout from Ken- 
tucky Gov. Fletcher’s hiring scan- 
dal continues to affect the General 
Assembly with two constitutional 
amendments dealing with pardons 
receiving approval from a House 
committee , one of which received 
a favorable vote by the full House. 

The proposed amendments 
would limit the power to the gov- 
ernor to pardon only people charged 
with a crime and automatically re- 
store voting rights for people con- 
victed of a felon and have com- 
pleted their sentences. 

The House approved House Bill 
3 on a 71-26 vote. 

If approved by the Senate and 
enacted, the bill would change the 
state’s constitution to restrict the 
governor’s pardon power. Under 
the bill, a governor would be pro- 
hibited from pardoning himself and 
anyone seeking a pardon would 
have to formally request and must 
have been tried and convicted of a 
crime. 

The sponsor of the bill, Rep. 
Darryl T. Owens, D-Louisville, said 
in the wake of the merit-system hir- 
ing scandal, action must be taken 
in the best interest of the people of 
Kentucky. 

“This will make people feel 
somewhat better and have some 
confidence in their government,” 
Owens said. 

Rep. Rob Wilkey, D-Scottsville, 
said the pardon power, used the way 
Fletcher did in 2005, undermines 
the grand jury process but also 
points out a weakness in the state 
constitution. 

“This is not about what the gov- 
ernor has done or has not done,” 



Wilkey said. 

But Rep. Scott Brinkman, R- 
Louisville, said the Democrat-con- 
trolled House was “rushing to judg- 
ment” and the members should not 
allow politics to enter into any de- 
cisions relating to the legislation. 

“If Gov. Fletcher makes it to the 
election, the voters will decide if 
the pardon power was abused,” 
Brinkman said and called on the 
House to study the issue further and 
to see if other states have limits on 
pardons. 

The House passed the measure 
71-26 with every opposing vote 
coming from Republican members. 

Despite passing the House, it is 
unlikely that the bill will move 
much further this session. 

Senate President David Will- 
iams, R-Burkesville, has publicly 
said that the constitution amend- 
ments won’t be addressed this year. 



Senate Bill 83 to increase the 
legal speed limit on some parts of 
Kentucky highways has passed a 
Senate committee. 

The Senate Transportation 
Committee approved the measure. 
A vote by the whole Senate has not 
been scheduled. 

Under the bill, sponsored by 
Sen. Brett Guthrie’, R-Bowling 
Green, after a safety study was is 
completed, the Secretary of the 
Transportation Cabinet could raise 
the speed limit to 70 miles per hour 
along some interstate highways. 



The Senate has approved a bill 
that would stop any public agency 
from offering health insurance ben- 
efits to anyone other than an 
employee’s spouse or their chil- 
dren. 

Backers of the proposal said the 
change was needed because of the 
University of Louisville’s policy 
providing health insurance cover- 
age for “domestic partners.” 

In 2004, Kentucky voters 
passed a constitutional amendment 
that defines marriage as a union 
between one man and one woman. 

Supporters of the new legisla- 
tion are concerned that by extend- 
ing benefits outside of married 
partners and their children, agen- 
cies could open the door to abuse 
of the system. 

The bill passed 27-8 and now 
goes on to the House where it is 
expected to face stiffer opposition. 

If enacted, the bill could also 
affect workers who are rearing chil- 
dren outside of traditional families, 
such are grandparents raising 
grandchildren or workers taking 
care of children to whom they are 
not directly related.

Morgan woman who as a child 
survived flood that killed most 
of her family reflects on her life 



The older I get the more thank- 
ful I am for being who I am, for 
when I was born, for the parents 
to whom I was born, where I was 
born, and for being a survivor of 
a tragic flash flood in 1927 that 
took the lives of others in my fam- 
ily, including my mother. Now, 73 
years later, I know the Master’s 
hand of grace has been my pro- 
tector and my staff. Thank you, 
Jesus, Thank you. Lord; you 
brought me a mighty long way.” 

My name is Lourinda Lyons 
Pelfrey. I was born September 26, 
1918, to Landford Lyons and 
Emma Fannin Lyons at Crockett 
in Morgan County, Ky., the sev- 
enth of nine children — five sis- 
ters and three brothers. My father 
was a hard working man who op- 
erated a sawmill and grist mill. He 
also was an oil well driller and 
operated a general store. My 
mother was kept very busy car- 
ing for our large household, sew- 
ing, cooking, and helping with the 
store. Roads in the area were un- 
paved and virtually impassable in 
winter. Merchandise was brought 
in by mule and wagon. 

Family Devastated 
By Flood 

May 29, 1927, had been a 
beautiful day of church-going, 
visiting the family cemetery to 
place wreaths and flowers, as was 
the tradition around Memorial 
Day. There had been many visi- 
tors in my father’s home that day, 
with good food and fellowship, 
and everyone had joined in sing- 
ing. 

Around 8 o’clock in the 
evening, dark clouds began to roll 
in with thunder and lightning fol- 
lowed by a heavy downpour of 
rain. I was nine years old at the 
time. I remember that around 
midnight, my dad said it was time 
to leave for higher ground. Little

did we know that a backlog of 
water in the fast-rising creek 
would break loose and sweep ev- 
eryone downstream. 

Seven members of our family 
lost their lives — four of us sur- 
vived — plus two neighbor men. 

I survived the tragedy through 
the help of my older brother. We 
were washed about three quarters 
of a mile downstream. But the 
Lord gently girded us with His 
strong arm of love and said, “I 
have a special work for her to do.” 
It was a distressing time for 
everyone. Neighbors cared for the 
survivors as well as the dead. But 
the Lord said, “I’ll go through the 
storms with you.” As with Job, He 
has always been there for me. 

Christmas Before The Flood 
Was A Happy One 
Christmas 1926, the year be- 
fore the flood, is the only Christ- 
mas I can remember with all my 
family. The night before Christ- 
mas, I noticed my brother, Edgar, 
11 years old, and my sister, 
Audrey, 13, were being a little 
quiet about what they were doing.

(We are located South of Pikeville on US 23 on 
Canev Highway beside the Double Kwik) 
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So early to bed for us small chil- 
dren and nothing more than hang- 
ing our stocking on the mantel 
was our treat. But early Christmas 
morning, our dad woke us and 
said it was time to come see what 
Santa had left — A big tree with 
lots of toys hanging from the 
branches. I still remember the joy 
we felt. There were three dolls, 
one with blond hair for my baby 
sister, Reba, one with red hair for 
my sister, Mavory, and one with 
black hair for me. Dad removed 
each gift from the tree very care- 
fully and handed them out to each 
person in the house. There also 
were a few gifts for a grandson, 
Gobel Pelfrey, who lived close by. 
Gobel was the only grandson at 
that time. So everyone had a 
beautiful Christmas. The dolls, 
with stuffed bodies, had China 
heads, arms, and legs. They were 
so pretty. 

Life At Crockett Was Simple 
But Good 

There were no radios or tv’s 
or telephones, no electricity for 
lights or appliances. How did 
people survive? Well, the Lord 
had blessed the land with rich 
soil,. There were plenty of fruit 
trees, berries, fresh, clean veg- 
etables, and corn and wheat for 
bread. Neighbors were kind and 
helped each other with much love 
and courtesy. Life was good. We 
had oil lamps for light, horses and 
buggies for transportation, and 
walking eight or ten miles was not 
uncommon, just a joy to go visit- 
ing family or friends in another 
small community or village, 
spending a couple of nights be- 
fore returning home. Everyone 
had extra beds and plenty of food. 
A welcome mat was placed at the 
front door and “Come in; how are 
you?” was a cheerful greeting. 

But somehow, the Devil has 
stolen our joy of living and re- 
placed it with greed. The Bible 
teaches that men should have 
clean hands and a pure heart. But 
that has been replaced with dirty 
minds and dollar signs. 

Life After Flood Unstable 

From 1927 until 1934, life for 
me was a little unstable. I didn’t 
have a permanent home. But the 
neighbors and friends, my father, 
two older brothers, and an older 
sister who was married to a good 
man provided homes for me. My 
father remarried and that helped 
some. But all the time I could feel 
a sense of security around me. 
There were many mountains to 
climb, tears to shed, and lonely 
days ahead. But there was a light 
at the end of every tunnel. 

We all know that in the early 
1930s there was no work and 
money was scarce. Nickels, 
dimes and pennies looked like 
heavenly treasures. But for my- 
self I didn’t think about being 
poor. I was happy with a song 
book, a few friends, and looking 
for “a better tomorrow.” I got my 
schooling in a one -room country 
school. But teachers then were 
very honest and taught reading, 
writing, and arithmetic along with 
a few other strong subjects, in- 
cluding good behavior and we 
were taught the Golden Rule. The 
Holy Bible was a treasured book 
in all school rooms, and to my 
mind that made for a quality edu- 
cation. 

Virgin Timber 

In 1932, my father and a 
cousin by marriage, Willie 
Fannin, bought a large boundary 
of virgin timber from a farm join- 
ing the Lacy Creek community 
(Florress, Ky.) that belonged to 
the Willie Pelfrey heirs. The job 
of cutting the timber lasted 
around two years and men were 
grateful to have work and money 
for their families. Dad, my step- 
mother, two baby sisters, 
Christeen and Jean, and myself 
moved next door to Ambrose and 
Susan Pelfrey on the head of Lacy 
Creek. That was the beginning of 



my friendship with the man who 
would be my husband and father 
of our six children. Ova Pelfrey 
was a respectable young man with 
lots of courage and determination. 
This led to marriage one year 
later, on July 20, 1934. 

We were young, but deeply in 
love. Out marriage (which was 
very humble, with a country 
preacher — Rev. Kell Bolin — 
and two witnesses — Addie 
Lyons and Mary McGuire) lasted 
almost 61 years. Yes, there were 
trials and tests — roses and 
thorns, but true love will stand the 
test of time. 

I was so young, not quite 16 
years old, and marrying into the 
Pelfrey family was a good thing. 
Though I couldn’t see the future, 
I struggled to fit in. Ova over- 
heard his oldest sister. Mat, tell 
his mother she thought that Ova 
could do better and should look 
farther for a wife. But we laugh- 
ter at the idea and Sister Mat be- 
came our best friend. Ova’s dad, 
on his death bed, called me close 
so I could hear his weak voice and 
said, “I want you to know you 
have been a very good daughter- 
in-law to me and I’ve watched 
you all these years . . . You have 
been a wonderful wife to Ova.” 
Ova’s mother was also my very 
dear friend. We shared our heart- 
aches and our blessings. 

My prayer life began at a very 
young age. So I asked the Lord 
for a husband (or a soul mate). 
But I was afraid to have children. 
I was afraid I would lose them 
like I had lost my family and that 
was so hurtful. But the Lord knew 
things better than me. He gave us 
three sons and three daughters. 
Thank God for all of them. 

Our first baby daughter was 
born April 29, 1935. We gave her 
the name of her grandmothers, 
Emma Sue. She was the sunshine 
of our life. In June 27, 1937, our 
first son, Stanley Clifford, was 
born. And that was also a blessed 
event. Two years later, June 22, 
1939, another son, William 
Ambrose (whose name was cho- 
sen by his aunt, Monnie Pelfrey 
Williams) was born, but died 
three weeks later of cancer. Then 
a waiting period came. The next 
blessed event was Oct. 10, 1944, 
when another daughter was born 
— Brenda Ellen. We had moved 
from Kentucky to Indiana, where 
we lived in the East Chicago area 
for a few years before returning 
to Kentucky. On July 6, 1951, son 
number three , Freddie Eugene, 
was born. But the number was not 
complete without another daugh- 
ter. On Dec. 17, 1955, baby 
Fawna Lou was presented to the 
Pelfreys and our nest was full. 

Ova was a good father, not rich 
with money, but honest, hard 
working, and was always there 
when the family needed him. Ova 
loved farming and raising cattle. 
He had a way with work mules 
and the last few years with saddle 
horses. 

For myself, church provided 
fulfillment outside of being a full- 
time mom and housewife. I ac- 
cepted Christ as my Lord when I 
was 17 years old and was baptized 
in the waters of Lacy Creek in 
November 1935 by Bro. E. T. 
Nickell. I became a member of 
the Lacy Creek Enterprise Bap- 
tist Church and have been a mem- 
ber for 50 years. Winning lost 
souls to Christ was so great. 
Working a two-week revival was 
such a blessing for me and I have 
seen many souls won to Christ. 
In the eyes of God, every soul is 
important. The price was paid at 
Calvary for all. 

Note: Ova died in 1995. As I 
look back, I cannot but wonder if 
dates or numbers hold special sig- 
nificance. Ova and I were married 
July 20, 1934; he was saved and 
baptized Feb. 20, 1965; he bought 
his grave monument Feb. 20, 
1995, and died April 20, 1995.

29, 1927. This old photo of the writer and Harold, was made 
after the flood near the mouth of Henson Branch at Crockett 
where they were able to secure themselves in the niche be- 
tween two trees until the floodwaters receded. Caught in the 
rushing water as they dashed for higher ground, they man- 
aged to catch onto a wooden roof top that came rushing by in 
the swift water. When the roof caught momentarily against the 
trees some three quarters of a mile downstream, Harold was 
able to secure himself and the writer between the trees before 
it went swirling on into the blackness. Their mother, Emma 
Fannin Lyons, and five of their brothers and sisters drowned in 
the flood.

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Rural electric cooperatives are 
not-for-profit, but may be attrac- 
tive targets for those that are. 
“Some rural cooperatives are sit- 
ting in prime locations within a 
stone’s throw from major metro- 
politan areas and within the grasp 
of the local investor-owned util- 
ity (IOU). And while there may 
be a strong argument to be made 
that a not-for-profit might be- 
come more efficient if it were 
owned by shareholders, the odds 
of that happening any time soon 
are quite small. While rural 
electrics are well equipped to fend 
off takeovers, many of them are 
entering into partnerships with 
the IOUs to procure long-term 
power contracts,” writes Ken 
Silverstein of EnergyBiz Insider. 

“The National Rural Utilities 
Cooperative Finance Corp. esti- 
mates that over the next five years 
there will be about $ 1.5 billion to 
$2 billion per year spent by the 
generation and transmission co- 
operatives to build new power 
plants,” writes Silverstein. “Other 
rural co-ops will form strategic 
alliances with wholesale power 
suppliers and specifically 
IOUs....

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cooperatives say that they are in- 
herently inefficient and that their 
business plans are outdated. 
IOUs, by comparison, don’t just 
have greater economies of scale 
but they are also positioned to 
participate in debt and equity 
markets to gain the much needed 
capital for future expansion. The 
biggest cooperatives, they add, 
are on the periphery of major cit- 
ies where private utilities could 
do a better job of serving custom- 
ers and modernizing their infra- 
structure.” 

Members of at least one rural 
electric co-op, in Louisiana, sold 
out to an IOU after the co-op per- 
formed poorly during and after a 
disaster. “The idea may sound 
good,” Tom Siegrist, a vice presi- 
dent with the consulting group 
EnerVision, told EnergyBiz In- 
sider. “But rural electric coopera- 
tives are not low-hanging fruit, 
and pursuing hostile takeovers is 
not a successful strategy. Co-ops 
are not-for-profit. They make a 
small margin and return that to the 
customers. Customer service lev- 
els are also much higher and 
much stronger. The trend now is 
for the two to partner.”

potentially lethal cosmic-ray 
bombardment that would require 
pervasive insulation of people 
and other life forms and their 
habitats. 

It is therefore reasonable to 
ask whether such an incredibly 
expensive and dangerous 
undertaking is worth it. The 
answer is an unequivocal yes. But 
the truly compelling reason to 
build a lunar base is not for 
adventure, though there will be 
plenty of that. Nor is it to mine 
resources to gain riches, though 
that will eventually happen. The 
overriding reason to establish a 
colony on the moon is humanity’s 
survival: Darwin achieves liftoff. 

Osepok had it right. It is 
abidingly dangerous out there. 
Science fiction writers from Jules 
Verne to Gene Roddenberry and 
his associates have peddled the 
notion that space travel is user- 
friendly. It emphatically is not. 
But we have to establish a 
foothold there anyway, or risk 
extinction. Stephen Hawkings, 
the eminent British cosmologist, 
has made precisely the same 
point. 

Earth has been pummeled by 
asteroids and probably comets, 
large and small, throughout its 
existence. The dinosaurs are 
thought to have met their end 
because of a huge asteroid that hit 
roughly 65 million years ago. But 
they also may have owed their 
existence to another huge 
impactor that killed off their 
competitors millions of years 
earlier. As the old saw has it, the 
giant beasts would still be around 
if they had had a space program 

The space program that has 
evolved has followed the so- 
called von Braun paradigm, 
which the great rocket prodigy 
first laid out in Collier’s magazine 
from 1952 to 1954. It envisioned 
the use of shuttles to build an 
orbiting space station that would 
in turn be used as an outpost to 
stage expeditions to, and the 
eventual colonization of, the 
moon. Then it would be on to 
Mars. The Red Planet will no 
doubt figure importantly in solar 
system emigration. But for the 
time being, it is irrelevant. 

NASA's space station, which 
is still a work in progress, was 
supposed to be used to study how 
humans and other life forms react 
to long stays in space. The only 
legitimate purpose for conducting 
such studies was to prepare for 
long missions. But there have 
been none, and all the reports that 
were issued in the aftermath of 
the Challenger tragedy 
notwithstanding, none are in the 
works. 

More to the point, the space 
station is an industrial 
boondoggle that ought to 
embarrass NASA and the 
contractors that are feeding off of 
it. It is a technobauble that is 
unnecessary and irrelevant 
because we already have a station 
in space and have had it for 
millennia: the moon. 

NASA's motives for wanting 
a permanent lunar colony run the 
gamut from ensuring its own 
survival, to the benefit of close 
cooperation with more than a 
dozen foreign nations on the 
program, to the importance of 
research and the acquisition of 
knowledge. Left unmentioned — 
because it would be a 
psychological downer — is the 



fact that what happened to our 
reptilian predecessors could 
happen to us unless we take 
Osepok’s advice and spread out. 

It was for that reason that a 
few individuals, myself included, 
started a group called the Alliance 
to Rescue Civilization (ARC) 
several years ago. Its purpose was 
to start an archive on the moon 
that would be a continuously 
updated international record of 
our civilization. That way, if a 
major catastrophe happens, the 
record would survive. Keeping a 
record on the moon (and perhaps 
at one of the poles on this planet) 
would be like backing up a 
computer’s hard drive. We would 
emerge from the chaos knowing 
who we are in the fullest sense of 
the term. 

ARC has been absorbed by the 
Lifeboat Foundation, a group of 
likeminded people who are trying 
to make certain that we can 
survive a truly awful world-wide 
occurrence. They are 
emphatically not doomsday 
types. But they understand that 
while no skipper goes to sea 
thinking the boat will sink, they 
nonetheless carry life preservers 
and dinghies. That, after all, is 
only prudent. So is starting a self- 
sufficient colony on the moon.

President Bush’s proposed 
budget for the fiscal year begin- 
ning Oct. 1 was dead on arrival, 
probably even on typesetting, as 
one commentator put it. But the 
budget proposal is still an impor- 
tant event in the process that will 
determine what the federal gov- 
ernment spends on some impor- 
tant rural programs 

Advocacy groups for rural 
health and rural housing are mak- 
ing the following observations 
out about the plan: 

Rural health: “Despite contin- 
ued support from Congress for 
many rural health programs, the 
Administration proposed to 
eliminate funding for several suc- 
cessful mral health programs and 
to drastically cut others for the 
fourth straight year in a row,” said 
the National Rural Health Asso- 
ciation. Among those on the 
chopping block are rural health 
flexibility grants, a small hospi- 
tal improvement program, rural 
health network and outreach 
grants and rural and a community 
access to emergency devices pro- 
gram. 

“Yet again, the President’s 
budget is completely shortsighted 
on the crucial issue of health care 
for rural Americans. This is not

the time to cut programs to the 
most vulnerable Americans. The 
budget fails to acknowledge the 
importance of these rural health 
programs and the significant role 
they place in ensuring access to 
quality health care and the con- 
tinued development of innovative 
rural health care delivery sys- 
tems,” said George Miller, NRHA 
president. 

Rural housing: “The budget 
would defund the Section 502 and 
515 direct lending programs, 
which have enabled the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture to make 
loans to low-income home buy- 
ers and to producers of rental 
housing for the lowest-income 
rural residents,” said a press re- 
lease from the Housing Assis- 
tance Council. “The Section 502 
direct program has made home 
ownership possible for over 2 
million rural families since it be- 
gan in 1950. The Section 515 
rental program, which took effect 
in 1963, has financed more than 
half a million decent, affordable 
apartments for rural residents.” 

The council added, “The bud- 
get also proposes reductions in 
funds for USDA’s revitalization 
of existing rental housing, 
farmworker housing, and the Sec-

tion 523 program, which covers 
administrative costs for nonprofit 
community organizations run- 
ning self-help housing programs. 
It would eliminate funding for the 
Rural Housing and Economic 
Development program at the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development and reduce 
funding for some of HUD’s ma- 
jor programs such as the Commu- 
nity Development Block Grant, 
while increasing some others, in- 
cluding the Self-Help 
Homeownership Opportunity 
Program, which is popular in ru- 
ral places.” 

However, a Mortgage Bankers 
Association press release noted 
that the proposal “would also in- 
crease by 50 percent the fee for 
the Rural Housing Service’s 
single-family guarantee program. 
As the RHS program is frequently 
the only option for potential 
homeowners in rural areas, this 
increase will make it even more 
difficult for families in rural ar- 
eas to become homeowners, es- 
pecially since the Administration 
zeroed out funding for the RHS 
single family direct loan pro- 
gram.”

Gateway Region 
Hazard Mitigation 
Plan approved 

The Gateway Region Hazard 
Mitigation Plan was approved by 
LEMA, Region IV, on Dec. 28, 
2006, for a period of five years to 
Dec. 27, 2011. Through hard 
work and effort, the incorporated 
cities of Salt Lick, Sharpsburg, 
Owingsville, Lrenchburg, 
Camargo, Jeffersonville, St. Ster- 
ling, West Liberty, Lakeview 
Heights and Morehead, as well as 
the unincorporated areas of Bath, 
Menifee, Montgomery, Morgan 
and Rowan counties are now in 
compliance with the Lederal Haz- 
ard Mitigation Planning Stan- 
dards. 

These jurisdictions are now 
eligible to apply for LEMA miti- 
gation grant programs, such as the 
Hazard Mitigation Grant Pro- 
gram and the Pre-Disaster Miti- 
gation Grant Program. Copies of 
the final Gateway Region Hazard 
Mitigation Plan, all 796 pages, are 
available at all five county court- 
houses, the city halls of the in- 
corporated cities listed above and 
at all the five county libraries. 

The county EM directors will 
now be in charge of the County 
Hazard Mitigation Planning 
Committees, who together, will 
determine which parts of the plan 
needs amending or revised. The 
EM director will be responsible 
for organizing the local meetings 
to evaluate the plan and recom- 
mend revisions at the county 
level. 

Any changes or revisions de- 
cided at the local (county) level 
will then be brought to the Gate- 
way ADD Regional Hazard Miti- 
gation Committee for approval. 
The Gateway Regional Hazard 
Mitigation Committee will meet, 
at a minimum, each June to re- 
view and evaluate the plan and all 
recommended changes brought 
forth by the local (county) Haz- 
ard Mitigation Planning Commit- 
tees and can meet as often as 
deemed necessary. 

Again, thank you for your hard 
work and assistance in helping to 
complete the Gateway Region 
Hazard Mitigation Plan.

MSU Dean’s List includes 
70 students from Morgan 
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Large field of candidates 
could force runoff election 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
long list of gubernatorial candi- 
dates could result in a third elec- 
tion this year. Secretary of State 
Trey Grayson said a runoff elec- 
tion will be required if no one 
gets more than 40 percent of their 
party’s vote in the May primary 
election. 

The provision for a runoff 
election has been on the books 
since 1992 but has never been 
used. But he said the provision 
stands a chance of being trig- 
gered for the first time next year 
if the field of potential candidates 
doesn’t dwindle and the vote is 
split between numerous candi- 
dates. 

Democrats 

Beshear-Mongiardo: Former 
Lt. Gov. Steve Beshear served 
under Gov. Martha Layne Collins 
in the 1980s. Dr. Dan Mongiardo, 
of Hazard, is a state senator who 
nearly knocked off US Sen. Jim 
Bunning in 2004. 

Henry-True: Former Lt. Gov. 
Steve Henry will enter the race 
with Renee True (Fayette County 
PVA) as his running mate. 

Miller-Maze: Jonathan Miller 
is term-limited and cannot seek 
a third term as state treasurer and 
has chosen to run for governor. 
Irv Maze is the Jefferson County 
Attorney. 

Richards-Brown: Jody 

Richards is the Speaker of the 
House, and former State Trea- 
surer John Y Brown III is a 
former state senator. 

Lunsford-Stumbo: Bruce 
Lunsford is in the race again. 
Lunsford ran in 2003 but dropped 
out shortly before the election 
and supported Jody Richards. 
Greg Stumbo is the current attor- 
ney general. 

Republicans 

Fletcher-Rudolph: Gov. 
Ernie Flecther is running for re- 
election with Robbie Rudolph, a 



tire salesman from Murray. 

Harper- Wilson: While AMP 
knows nothing about Dick Wil- 
son other than his first name and 
that he is from Paducah, as is 
Billy Harper is a successful busi- 
nessman from Paducah. His run- 
ning mae is Dick Wilson, also of 
Paducah. 

Northup-Hoover: Five-term 
Congresswoman (defeated in 
Nov. 2006) Anne Northup, of 
Louisville will be running with 
state House Minority Leader Jeff 
Hoover, of Jamestown. 

Conducting a runoff election 
could cost as much as $5 million, 
said Les Fugate, spokesman for 
the secretary of state. He said 
county governments could have 
to shoulder up to $3 million of 
that cost and the state up to $2 
million. 

Under state law, the runoff 
election would be held 35 days 
after the primary election. 

Lawmakers included no 
money in the current budget spe- 
cifically to pay the state’s share 
of the cost for a runoff election, 
but because it would be consid- 
ered a necessary government ex- 
pense, it would be paid for. 

State Sen. Damon Thayer, R- 
Georgetown, chairman of the 
State and Local Government 
Committee, said he doesn’t favor 
repealing the runoff provision, at 
least not when the General As- 
sembly convenes early next year. 

“I would be very reluctant to 
pursue changing the law in the 
middle of an election campaign,” 
he said. If this is something 
people wanted to change, it 
should have been been done ear- 
lier by the legislature, he said. 

Sarah Jackson, executive di- 
rector of the Kentucky Registry 
of Election Finance, said candi- 
dates would be able to begin 
fundraising anew for a runoff 
election and again for the general 
election.
